The disparity in 
quantity and caliber of artillery is much greater. 

“The reason given why Gen. Kouropatkin’s request should be 
refused is that raising fresh corps immediately after ordering out 
the St. Petersburg, Moscow and Kharkoff corps would mean 
choosing older and unserviceable reserves or depleting the bar- 
racks. This conceals the real facts. Three months ago, Gen. 
Kouropatkin ordered large reserves of boots and saddlery—leather 
equipment, on which the rainy reason in Manchuria has the same 
effect as a prolonged soaking in hot salt water. The money was 
voted and functionaries and higher personages forthwith pro- 


ceeded to handle it as if Gen. Kouropatkin's order was intended

True Story of Independence

Secretary of Miners’ Union 
Makes Confession. 


After One Failure Second 
Attempt Succeeded. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.) July 2.-—- 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] District Attor- 
ney Crump today gave out the follow- 
ing sworn confession of Frank Coch- 
ran, secretary of the Victor Miners’ 
Union, No. 32, regarding the Independ- 
ence dynamite outrage of June 6, 
when fourteen non-union miners were 
killéd: 

“It was the night of June 2, I think, 
that Mr. Haywood came to . No 
one but I and two or three others 
knew he was here.

Park- 
er told me there was a man over there 
wanted to see me.

After 
we got all through Haywood got up 
and walked over to the door and 
looked out te see if anyBody was there. 
Then he came back and sat down on 
the bed. Here is what he said to me, 
as near as I can recollect: 

“I'll tell you, Cochran, you fellows 
haven't been putting up fight enough. 
These mine owners think they've got 
us running now. They've got Moyer 
in the bull pen and everything work- 
ing here. Things are getting too quiet. 
We've got to put the fear of God into 
these fellows. Now Parker and East- 
erly have got amighty good plan, and 
I think it's a good scheme. You go 
over and see them. I can trust you all 
right, and we'll show these fellows we 
are still alive.’ 

THE PLAN UNFOLDED. 

“That was just the way Mr. Haywood 
téld it to me I went downstairs 
and at the foot of the stairs I met 
Parker and Easterly. They asked me 
how it was and I said, ‘Al! right, I 
guess. The boss told me to go in with 
you fellows; what is it?’ Then Parker 
told me he and Easterty had figured it 
all out. Easterly had gone to Denver 
a week bfore and bought 500 pounds 
of dynamite and anyelectrical machine 
to explode it.

JAPS TAKE HEIGHTS 
NEAR PORT ARTHUR. 


HE FOO, July 2.—7:30 p.m.—It has 

been learned here that a big bat- 

tle was fought on land near Port 
Arthur June 26, and June 27. The Jap- 
anese were successful, and on the 
morning of the 28th they occupied 
certain heights within ten miles of 
Port Arthur. The First Japanese divi- 
sion, which suffered so heavily at the 
battle of Nanshan Hill, and the Elev- 
enth Division, fresh from Japan, were 
engaged. The Japanese losses have not 
been learned, but the Russians are 
said to have suffered very heavily. 

Refugees who left Port+Arthur yes- 
terday and who have arrived here, de- 
clare that wounded Russians are be- 
ing brought in by hundreds. Other 
refugees from Pigeon Bay assert that 
hundreds of wounded Russian 
diers were passing near the bay, being 
transported in numerous and various 
kinds of conveyances. The fact that 
Russian wounded were seen at Pigeon 
Bay, which is due west of Port Ar- 
thur, would indicate that the Japanese 
have advanced along the east and 
west coasts of the peninsula at the 
same time. 

The two divisions which attacked 
Port Arthur, were composed of 4, 
men and an independent artillery 
corps. As a matter of precaution, the 
Japanese have landed a division of 
10,000 men on one of the Elliott group 
of islands, and June 28 they landed te 
Sixth Division, of 20,000 men, at Kerr 
Bay. (The Billictt Islands are about 
ten miles southeast of Pitsewo and

Junkmen who have arrived from 
Port Dainy say they heard heavy fir- 
ing all day yesterday and until noon 
today, while junkmen who have come 
in from Port Arthur report that a por- 
tion of the Japanese fleet was off Port 
Arthur last night. These two reoprts 
indicate that a portion of the Japanese 
fleet has e the enemy at sea, 
while the remaindcr returned to Port 
Arthur to cut off the retreat of the 
Russian warships, should retreat be 
found necessary.

President Bowen of the Council ex- 
pressed the opinion that the suit might 
result in delaying action by the Coun- 
cil on the recall petition. “If there is 
virtue in the suit,” said Mr. Bowen, 
“then the cause for action in the recall 
vanishes. The recall is based on the 
statement that the Council! entered Into 
a contract with The Times. This com- 
plaint alleges that no contract has been 
entered into. Yet I doubt not that 
Earl's personal organ would shout 
fraud over the whole first page if the 
Council were to defer action on the re- 
call petition until this sult is decided. 

EARL’S INGRATITUDE. 

City Attorney Mathews was appealed 
te for an opinion as to the probable 
effect of the injunction sult on the re- 
call, but he declined to be drawn out. 
“That question may come up to me of- 
ficially,” he said, “I must decline to ex- 
press an opinion until I have given the 
matter more consideration.” 
Nevertheless friends of the City At- 
torney were not slow to denounce the 
ingratitude of Barl toward one who 
-has befriended him repeatedly while 
the city printing controversy has been 


on. 
Mr.. Mathews could by a word have 
caused suit to be instituted against 
the Express for the recovery of money 
secured by that publication from the 
city treasury on fraudulent affidavits.

By filing yesterday's 
suit Earl has gained the reputation 
of being a hard loser, a name that 
will stay with him to his discredit un- 
til he and his Express have faded 
from the public view.

gument advanced by the Express to 
secure the municipal advertising. Goad- 
ed inte impotent wrath at the pe- 
cunlary loss and decrease in an already 
emaciated subscription list, Dowte’s 
latest imitator is giving an exhibition 
of frothing at the mouth that would 
be a revelation to even the old miser 


of Zion. 

COMMEN'8. 
Earl brings this suit ostensibly as a 
taxpayer, but “actually through mo- 
tives of malice because of the failure 
of his newspaper, the Evening Ex- 
press, to secure the city printing, not- 
withstanding the fact that it bid 50 
per cent. lower than The Times. 
The squeal of the disappointed Ex- 
press is loud, long and childish. 
Earl has shown himself to be no 
thoroughbred. He is not a good loser 
and doesn’t know how to fight. 
This threatened legal assault upon 
the validity of the contract and the 
regularity of the course of the Council 
in awarding it is amazing and con- 
tradictory on the part.of the Express, 
because it had a precisely similar con- 
tract last year and drew from the 
public treasury a large amount of 
money on that contract.

real name was not Bulwer, nor yet 
Farnsby, but simply Henry Millis, and 
the evolution of plain Henry Millis, son 
of a modest family living in the ine 
district of Lancashire, Eng., to be Maj. 
Henry Farnesby Bulwer, the retired 
army officer, capitalist, and man of af- 
fairs, contains much of romantic 
exciting interest. 
Maj. Bulwer died at Bologne, Fr 
on April 14 of this year, and his will 
contained evidence that it had been 
made at Brussels on March 17-—#t. Pat- 
rick’s Day—the year previous. When 
the news reached this city no one 
thought that there would be any start- 
ling developments as an aftermath to 
his death, for Maj. Bulwer had few 
confidents, though many friends, and it 
was somehow assumed that he was 
without close family ties. Public Ad- 
mintstrator McGarvin proceeded to ad- 
minister upon the estate, and at once 
it became apparent that the affairs of 
the deceased were in a very involved 
condition. 
The estate was sed at $54,231, 
and against it are claims that have 
been allowed » the robate judge 
amounting to 657. ost of these 
claims were on promissory notes, either 
secured or unsecured. These notes were 
viewed askance, in the first instanceaand 
the closest investigation was made as 
to their nature. One of the principal 
creditors was Mrs. Katherine Lewis, 
and on investigation it was found that 
she had received money from her moth- 
er’s estate, and handed it over to Bul- 
wer by check, and that he had in per- 
gon collected the money. Then in ad- 
dition to the claims mentioned there is 
$10,000 that is virtually a claim against 
the estate, the collateral being In the 
shape of a trust deed, and which is 
ine gradually being paid off. ‘There. 
is yet owing about $2200 Revenues 
from the estate are going into the 
bank, and are being used to pay claims, 
leaving the actual money-earning prop- 
erties intact. 
About the end of 18% or early part 
of 1895 Maj. Bulwer came to this coun- 
try. From that time on until his death 
at Boulogne his life was a cortinued 
history of unlucky investments in 
stocks, ofl and mining rties, cold 
botties and hot birds. ite was a well- 
built man, with his hair rted se- 
verely in the middie and plastered 
down on each side, thus maintaining a 
perfect equilibrium, and an excessive 
amount of dignity. Always garbed in 
the loose-fitiing and comfortable 
clothes affected by the cousins across 
the water, Maj. Bulwer made a figure 
in financial and social circles of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles when he 
first blew in. 

HIS FIRST TWO WIVES. 

In the spring of 1895 the major was 
down in Arizona and on May 16 ob- 
tained his divorce from his wife in 
England—Mrs. Lucy Mills. During the 
folowing year, 1896, he was united in 
marriage to Mrs. Edith Mary Bulwer.

A correspondent writes to criticize 
these modern conveniences—or at’ least 
some of them. He says at least or- 
dinary care should be exercised in the 
use of them, or they are likely to 
prove as dangerous as the “perfectly 
safe’ gasoline stove, or the gun that 
ien't loaded, or the Fourth of July

For a man to close all 
doors, windows and air iniets to his 
bathroom, and light the gas, so con- 
suming the oxygen, is a sure method 
of inviting death. The best instan- 
taneous heaters have a number of 
small colis or tubes, through which 
the water passes into the bathtub, 
while the gas flames surround these 
tubes, imparting heat to the circulat- 
ing waiter, while it’ is passing through 
the inside of the tube. There is at 
least one make of heater in which the 
water doeg not circulate inside the 
tubes, but comes into direct contact 
with the gas flame, and of course 
absorbs the by-products of the gas it- 
self, poisoning the water, and convert- 
ing what should be. a health-giving 
bath into a menace. One firm is said 
to claim that jt has placed many hun- 
dreds of this kind of heaters in Los 
Angeles. As they are a little cheaper 
than the rly constructed heaters, 
perhaps this statement is true, espe- 
clally as some otherwise well-informed 
architects are either ignorant or indif- 
ferent in regard to the demerits of 
these heaters. The correspondent 
thinks that an ordinance should be 
adopted against the use of these un-

Telltale Revelations 


by an Ex-Mayor. 


SYLUM FOR 
INCOMPETENTS. 


WHAT A CITY HALL BECOMES 
UNDER “BOSS” RULE. 


-MAYOR OF ONE OF 
BT AN AMERICAN CITIES. 
FOURTH ARTICLE. 


EFORE I had been the chief ex- 

ecutive of my city half a dozen 

weeks, I was strongly tempted to 
rub out the sign “Office of the Mayor” 
which glittered in gold letters on my 
door, and substitute for it “Employ- 
ment Agent.” Apparently all the ex- 
pended money, time and energy, all 
of the bitterness of a fierce political 
nght, all of the excitement, worry and 
fatigue caused by a mayoralty cam- 
paign, and all of the skill, cunning 
and craftiness incident to an election 
had been so many factors in the propo- 
sition, not to make me a mayor, but 
to enable me to distribute city jobs 
to several hundred partisans. 
The day after | was nominated my 
modest mail suddenly expanded to 
fearsome proportions. Letters liter- 
ally flowed into home and office. They 
were heaped up in mounds and hill- 
ocks, and these swelled to mountains 
the day after my election. 
With rare exceptions every letter 
began with congratulation and ended 
with an application for a public posi- 
tion. Most of them were reinforced by 
indorsements, recommendations from 
men of whose existence I was densely 
ignorant. 
In the beginning I made some futile 
avtempts to classify and group these 
letters, but a few days demonstrated 
my inability to keep the head of sys- 
tem above the deluge of applications, 
so I called on my campaign mahager 
for help. He promptly said I needed 
a “campaign secretary,” and in a few 
hours had instal) a brisk yourg 
man with a corps of typewriters, and 
I saw no more applications. But when 
aat energetic campaign secretary 
took hold he started the major part 
of the troubles which beset me after | 
became Mayor. hs 

_EVERY LETTER A VOTE. 

Every letter represented a possible 
vote and a probably enthusiastic parti- 
san. My campaign secretary wrote a 
reply to each application, so cleverly 
worded that while it did not contain 
the definite statement that I would, if 
elected, give the applicant a city hall 
position, it was “warm” enough to 
justify thousands of the petitioners in 
the belief that they certainly would 
be “taken care of.” 


un- 
oer false pretenses. I did not see these 
trouble-breeders until I became Mayor. 
Then they fell on me from all sides 
at once. Their bearers filled the halls 
and corridors of the City Hall. They 
mobbed my home every morning and 
stormed my office every hour. I could 
not repudiate the implied promises, for 
each bore my fubber-stamped signa- 
ture. I simply was compelled to listen 
to every man who came with one of 
those typewritten curses, and write 
down his name, address and “job 
| wanted” for future consideration. _ 

Valuable hours, which should have 
been used in the conduct of the city’s 
business, were given up entirely to this 
employment agency work. And 1 
marveled at the eager desire for public 
positions dispiayed by men who wasted 
weeks seeking “City Hall jobs.” Some 
of them held good positions which 
paid them higher salaries than they 
ever could hope to get from the city. 
Yet they were willing and anxious to 
give up substantial situations in hon- 
orable business houses for insecure, 
small clerkships in the public

“mayor's friends”—and the public 
service was so elastic. 

It never seemed to have occurred —— 
them that a Mayor might have e 
persona! pride in his administraticn. 
Their selfish thoughtlessness blinded 
their civic patriotism, and so they 
trooped to the Mayor's office, exhibit- 
ed their family skeletons and brasealy 
attempted to place their black sheep 
as charges upon the public. 

TWO KINDS OF MEN. 

There was a marked difference be- 
tween such men and those presented 
by the politicians. The latter were in- 
veterate petitioners, but the majority 
of the men they wanted to “line up” 
in front of the public crib were wide- 
awake, active, brainy fellows. They 
had in them many qualities which 
characterize men of success. Most »f 
them were young and ambitious and

After an ab- 


sence of more than two years, all of 


which time was spent in accomplish- 


ing what could have been done in this 


country in as months, Hugh 
Bonner, former chief of the New York 
fire department, returned last week 
from the Philippines. 

About the proudest body of men in 
the Philippines today, Chief Bonner 
says, is the Manila fire department. it 


ds the wonder of the natives and the 


pet of property owners, who formerly 
watched in blank despair when flames 
threatened their buildings. Manila 
now has a fire fighting force which any 
American city might well envy, where- 
as before Chief Bonner’s work began 
a city of nearly 300,000 inhabitants 
was almost unprotected. He was 
the lion of the hour at the first occa- 
sion when his fire fighters had an op- 
portunity to show their worth. 

It was soon after the arrival in Ma- 
nila of a working complement of en- 
gines, trucks and hose-—all of which 
were new to Manilans. A biaze had 
started in the store of a merchant on 
the Escorta, the principal street.

gines, manned by volunteers. He also 
learned that great losses by fire were 
frequent in the cities of t Philip- 


pines. Many of the buildings in Ma- 
nila itself, and all those in the Philip- 
pine villages are of bamboo and lippa 
leaves. A fire at once started sweeps 
everything before it. Even the s0- 
called modern buildings in Manila are 
laxly constructed. 

Chief Bonner ordered from the Uni- 
ted States equipment for an entire fire 
department. It took more than a year 
to get everything to Manila, but when 
he departed some of the apparatus 
doing invaluable service were six 
steam engines, four chemica] engines 
and two hook and ladders, with trucks 
and hose in necessary quantity. All 
of this apparatus is of the latest pat- 
tern. Two new fire houses are already 
finished, with all the appurtenances of 
a New York fire house, and others are 
being built. 

There are 150 paid men in the de- 
partment, which Chief Bonner left in 


command of Captain Dingham, U.S.A... 


retired. About 36 per cent. of the 
force are natives, but all the officers 
are Americans, and the backbone of 
the brigade is made up of former Uni- 
soldiers. The uniform is of 
white déck. The fire horses are a mat- 
ter of great pride with the men. WNa- 
tive recruits to the department are not 
encouraged because of their lack of 
the requisite physical strength, al- 
though they possess great cou and 
are enthusiastic workers.

Settlers began to come into the coun- 
try. Among these were many desperate 
and lawless men, fugitives from justice 
to whom the fastnesses of the Ozarks 
were pectliarly inviting. The men of 
the Bank of Niangua were quick to 
take advantage of circumstances and 
attracted to themselves the lawlessly 
inclined among the newcomers, In ad- 
dition to counterfeiting, horse stealing, 
highway robbery and other ao 
crimipalities was taken up. num- 
ber of recruits was so large aa the 
country so difficult of approach that 
for years no government, state or local 
official dared to go inte the Gunter's 
Spring@territory. The bank grew and 
had adherents all over what is now 
Camden and adjacent counties. It se- 
cured recruits by many ways, by per- 
suasion, by intimidation and kindred 
methods. It was thoroughly organized, 
had agents all over the country, a code 
of laws, lists of members, and so pow- 
erful did it grow that it took part in 
politics and often elected its own 
candidates to county offices. 

This gang's arguments in making 
new recruits and justifying itself polli- 
tically have the real modern machine 
flavor. “We steal horses,” said the 
“bankers,” “but we don't steal any 
Camden county horses. We make 
counterfeit money, but we don’t circu- 
late it in Camden. We send it east, 
get good money for it, bring the good 
money back here and spend it. Noth- 
ing we do costs Camden county a cent 
or does it any harm.” 

THE SLICKER WAR. 


But there were good, honest men who 
came to settle in the Niangda country, 
and between these and the “bank” the 
lines were quickly drawn. The strug- 
gle lasted nearly fourteen years, and 
was not finally endéd until the year 
1843, when the bankers went under, 
never to rise again.

THE SO-CALLED CATHEDRAL. 

Santiago has a large church com- 
monly called the cathedral. It has 
the two steeples of the cathedral, but 
as Santiago is not a bishopric, accord- 
ing to church law there can be no 
cathedral. The church is compara- 
tively new, commenced by a natives 
some forty years ago who undertook 
to Dbulld it after the old Spanish styie 
of church architecture in the New 
World. The builder after years of 
labor got his church up as far as the 
roof and there he was stuck. He did 
not know how to build the domed 
roof of the Spaniards, and so his 
church remained a lung time without 
a roof unt!) finally the late President 
Ulysses Heaureaux came along and 
ordered an iron roof for it from Eng- 
land, which, from an architectural 
standpoint, spoile the church. Its 
special mission appears to be to wake 
everybody up at an unholy hour of 
the morning with its incessant ciatter- 
ing of bells, but as the people of San- 
tiago retire very early, they can well 
} get up early too. 

A curios custom that I noted at mass- 
in the cathedral, was that the greater 
part of the women in the congrega- 
tion had their pocket handkerchiefs 
laid across the top of their heads. It 
seems to be a law of the church that 
the women attending service must 
have their heads covered. As there 
ate no mantillas worn here and very 
few hats, they seem to have hit upon 
the idea of laying their pocket hand- 
kerchiefs folded diagonally across the 
top of their heads as they enter the 
church, and I am told that the priest 
scolds them roundly when they fall to 
do this unless they have some other 
covering on their head. [t looks cur- 
lous to see hundreds of women kneel- 
ing on the tiled floor of the great 
church with littl white handker- 
chiefs on their heads which the silight- 
est gust of wind blows away. The 
custom brings us back to the time 
when after the conquest of Mexico end 
the wonderful tales of gold there and 
in Peru, the Spaniards practically 
abandoned Santo Domingo, leaving 
behind only those who had not money 
| enough to take them to the newly dis- 
covered fields. Those leit behind it is 
said, became so very poor they did not 
have proper clothing to attend mass 
and consequently the order was given 
to the priest to hold mass at night. 
Perhaps it was back in those days of 

verty ..at this use of tue pocket 

andkerchief originated. 

Attending the service in the ¢athe- 
dral celebrating the anniversary of 
Corpus Christi, it struck me foreibiy 
that there is about as much discipline 
or reverence perhaps in the Dominican 
churches as there is in the Dominican 
army. The church was quite full of 
devotees kneeling on the tile floor and 
while the priests and acolytes were 
preparing for the holy procession an 
old negro came down the centre! aisle 
scolding roundly a group of children, 
for what I know not. Ladies on their 
bended knees laughed outright; little 
boys looked astonished and then 
laughed too; there was a scampering 
of bare feet anda little yellow dog 
which had been sleeping at the foot of 
ohne of the altars raised his bead and 


yawned. 

It is this lack of discipline, this ir- 
regularity in everything and every- 
where, the lack of sacred traditions 
and customs which begins with the 
first teaching of the mother to the 
child, that is responsible more than 
anything else for the cordition of af- 
fairs from which the Dominican fre- 
public has so long suffered. There is 
no ruler excepting he who temporarily 
holds the upper hand, mo respect, no 
obedience, everyboay is a democrat, 
and one is good as another. 

Net a Humeriset Then.

Union for Orion Clem- 
ens. an elder brother of Mark Twain. 
Mark was @& printer boy in the office 
of the Union then. A few weeks ago 
Mai. Daulton told some reminiscences 
of Twain.

“What I remember most particularly 
about Sem is that he could get more 
ink and grease on him for the amount 
of work he did than any man in the 
shop. He had a holy horror of Sun- 
day-school and church, and generally 
went fishing or swimming on the day 
of rest. 

“No, I can’t recall one single humor- 
ous story that he ever told in his ae 
ter days. Truth is, I don’t think he 
was overly bright. 

“T read his ‘Huckleberry Finn,’ but 
don’t think it much of a book. Do 
you’ 

“Sam said he edited the paper, but 
I never struck any of his copy while 
I worked on it. It was a tremendous 
surprise to me to see him forging to 
the front in after years as a man of 
letters. Guess the gift came to him 
when he was out in the West. 

“It certainiy hadn't shown any in- 
dications of lighting on him when he 
wae at Hannibal. He wanted to be a 
pilot. The real halo of giory tn those 
days, in the eyes of youth, surrounded 
steamboat men. They were the real 
kines of the earth. — 

“Sam wanted to be a pilot. de- 
cided to be a captain. Jim Wolf, the 
rolier boy. thought he'd be mate. 
Sam was the only one of us that re- 
alized his ambition, and I've heard he 
xot so he knew every reef and sand- 
bar between St. Louls and New Or- 
leans, and could locate ‘em  biind- 
folded."—{New York Sun.

Works or OLp Masters Founp 
IN WASHINGTON. 


FORMER OWNER OF THE PAINTINGS DIED.IN POV- 
ERTY, UNAWARE OF THE VALUE OF HIS COLLEC- 
TION — GENUINE VAN DYCK, TENIERS, ETC.

ASHINGON (D. C.) June 30, 1904.—Amid the pro- 

saic and gloomy surroundings of a storage ware- 

house, a building devoted chiefly to the temporary 
housing of furniture, plate, furs, and other belongings of 
statesmen, foreign diplomats, or Washingtonians who 
are abroad, there has developed what bids fair to be one 
of the most important art finds of recent years. 

In connection with the discovery is unfolded a story, 
never before published, of a connoisseur’s lifelong devo- 
tion to collecting specimens of paintings by masters in 
the world of brush and palette. Pathetic, indeed, is the 
history of some of the canvases now piled together be- 
neath the roof of the Washington storehouse. They rep- 
resent years of patient, plodding research; of indifference 
to discouraging criticism, and a self-denial at times bor- 
dering on the heroic. Not -only are the dust-covered 
works parts of an intéresting romance, but over them 
hangs the shadow of a tragedy, the principals in which 
are now quietly resting in the tomb. 

As to the romance—half a century ago two men, warm 
friends, and about on an equal footing in point of 
worldly possessions, age and opportunity for advanc- 
ment, watched the first steps toward forming the collec- 
tion, steps which ended only with the death of one of the 
friends. The latter had been successful only in follow- 
ing his darling hobby. He had lived to a great extent in 
a dream world of art. He contemplated enriching his 
native State by presenting to it the paintings which to 
him represented years of patient toil and sacrifice. The 
world did not deal any too kindly with the aged connois- 
seur. In material things he was sorely disappointed, in

a restorer, to examine the property. Mesers. Kirby ané@ 
Carter found the collection covered with dirt which had 
accumulated during many, years, and Mr. Carter was as- 
tounded to find, upon close inspection, several genuine 
works by old masters, some dating back to the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. 

After careful investigation it was decided that at least 
fifteen of the ninety-seven canvases could be cleaned or 
restored, at an expense to the Butler estate of many henr- 
dreds of dollars. It was during this investigation that 
the true character of the art find became known, and 
light Was thrown upon the care and skill with which Col. 
Clark had followed his hobby. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the veteran collector had catalogued his treasures, 
he left, so far as known, no record of their previous own- 
ers, nor any history which would show their real value | 
to the world of art. Mr. Carter was about leaving the 
Ninth-street house when accifientally his attentién was 
attracted to a dust-covered portrait hanging not only in 
&@ poorly-lighted room, but actually behind a door. The 
expert restorer carefully rubbed the cahvas, and as he did 
so became greatly excited. Suddenly he exclaimed: 

“Why, th's is a genuine Van Dyck, one of his finest 
works, and no less highly esteemed than some by Ru- 
bens, his master.” 

It was then the turn of Col. Clark's heirs-at-law to be 
surprised. This particular painting was no favorite in 
.the household. A touching story of its purchase was 
learned little by little. It appears that, at a time when 
Col. Clark was deeply distressed for money, he spent 
several hours in a search améng old art stores for a 
work of the value of which he was well aware. He 
found it. It was this very Van Dyck portrait, painted 
when the artist lived in Flanders, between 1626 and 1631, 
and when he was at his best. The old devotee carried to 
his grave the local history of this painting, but it is be- 
lieved on excellent authority that at one time it adorned 
the walis of a foreign embassy in Washington. Col. 
Clark bought it for the modest sum of $5, which repre- 
sented his available means on the day of the purchase. 
It is told that he proudly rode home with his treasure in 
an express wagon, and that he was nffidly chided by one 
of the household for what was regarded as reckless ex- 
travagance. The old man said nothing, but placed the 
choice Van Dyck in the obscure carner, where Carter, the 
expert, found it long afterward. 


It may readily be believed that the collection assumed 
much importance in the eyes of Messrs. Kirby and Carter.

The Wainut Crop. 

T may now be said upon the authority of enough 
| wae growers to be conclusive, that the walnut 

blight will be of little or no damage to the present 
crop. From most sections complete immunity is re- 

ported, from a few, very slight damage, and from a 
- @mall number of individual trees, a heavier attack of the 
disease. It is not necessary to enlarge upon the’ fact 
that present crop conditions bave put a bright face upon 
the walnut industry. The crop will be light, possibly 
75 per cent. of the normal, from one competent author- 
ity, but the quality will be excellent, the next year’s 
fruit growth abundant, and the new dOrchards coming on 
vigorously. Prices-should rule high unless tnterfered 
with by foreign ‘supplies. At any rate prices will be 
profitable and the growers prosperous, especially where 
the disease did not severely affect the present fruli spurs.

AST week the fact was noted that Alexander Craw 
been offered lucrative position in the Sandwich 
Islands, the salary being $5000 a year for a term of five 
years.

Exotic Plant Economics. 
HE farms, city places and suburban seats of Southern 
California are growing luxuriantly with exotic trees, 

whose history in their native places, were it written, 

would reveal economic value in these trees unsuspected 
by the people who grow them here merely for shade, 
novelty and adornment. I have asked for a book de- 
voted entirely to the economic value of trees, or of trees 
and plants, but the inquiries have failed to find such 
a work. I can easily recall twenty varieties of exotic 


trees and nothing for their utility In thelr native coun- 
tries. One of our common acacias yielas a beautiful 
crimson dye, used for coloring the finest silks. The 
farmer is not buying silks this sesson, but does 
distinction to his acacia to know that its blood 
valuable -in its native heath? The acacia is 
in leather tanning. The Acacia Arabica produces 
gum Arabic, gum Senegal is gathered from Acacia vera. 
An Indian variety supplies what little soap the natives 
use in laundering. Some of the species are valuable for 
eulisary purposes. The South American,Indians pre- 
pare snuff from the seed of Acacia Niopo, and some of 
the woods are unexcelied for strength apd duraovility. 
The Acacia melanoxyion, or “myall wood,” of New South 
Wales (and Callfornia.} has such a strong violet odor 
that it is in great repute for making small boxes. The 
Acacia molissina, or black wattle, so common here, gets 
ite name from the fact that its branches are used a5 a 
gubstitute for lathing (wattling) for plastered honscs. 

The American aloe, which may be found hera, fur- 
nishes a variety of useful products. It is used for fenc- 
ing. for clothias fiber and for making-vables. In Quito, 
a bridge of aloe fiber once stood the traffic of & city over 
_@ river 130 feet wide, the cables being four inches In 
diameter. The aloe is used for lathering salt water, for 
making pulque, an fitoxicant that lays the great Ken- 
tucky beverage in the shade for violence and durabil- 
ity. The Peruvian barber whets his razor upon a wilted 
agave leaf, ani his wife finds the foliage better than 
rushes for scouring tinware. 

You saw that bunch of bambusa just over from Ma- 
nila? it is the giant grass of the world. The bamboo 
it is, and the most divers‘fied in its uses of any of the 

Mais, screens, chairs, tables, bedsteads, ship 
masts, sails and rigging are the products of the bam- 
boo. Its fibers are used to “adulterate” cottons and 
silks. The bamboo has been treated in volumes, and 
has been introduced into every civilized country where 
it was likely co succeed. A wonderful plant and a most 
prolific producer of valuable wood stems. 

Near by is a row of camphor trees, the plant which 
is said to be the basis, or security for a heavy Japanese 
loan negotiating for war funds. Formosa is the Lome 
of the camphor, commercially. It is a protected article 
there—protected only by the warlike habits of the ab- 
origines, who‘formerly beat back the Chinese camphor 
makers, but under Japan have been compelled to allow | 
the development of the industry till the concession is. 
now worth millions. Tens cf thousands of crude stilis 
are engaged in distilling camphor from the small 
branches and twigs only. Much was predicted from the 


planting of this laurel in the United States, but the| know that 


expectations of teti years ago remain unfulfilied. Cam- 
phor wood is exceedingly prized by the Celestial cabinet 


: 
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makers. Another laurel grown occasionally here and 
in our collection is the cinnamon tree, limited to Ceylon 
commercially, and one of the most pleasant and useful 
of our imported condiments. 


contemplation of the 30,000 carloads of oranges and lem- 
ons from orchards surrounding our other exotic trees. 
I cannot find space to evén enumerate the by-products 
of the citrus aurantium, decumana, japonica,, limetta, 
limonum and medica. There are at least two dozen, and 
of diversified uses of these fruits two score. The sago 
palm furnishes food for the million and medicine for 
every oriental physician. The dracena palm, 80 com- 
mon with us, is living in- specimens older than the Great 
Pyramids, and its juices are found yet preserving the 
mummies therein. In the common gums we have ex- 
amples of uses not suspected, as we grow them here for 
shade. The Eucalyptus amygdalina is the peppermint 
tree, with a wide series of commercial oils. Timber of 
unsurpassed strength from these giants, medicinal oils 
especially from the common blue gum, and many other 
products come from these trees, with their’ vertical 
leaves. 
The Ficus elastics of the plaza is not the true rubber 
tree, yet it is so named. Nor is the noted “banyan tree” 
of Catalina the true Ficus Indica, yet we have the true 
tree exclusively upon the American gontinent. The 
ficus is one family of trees safe from human touch. In 
India the Ficus religiosa is as sacred ag a temple cow. 
It should be planted upon Adams sirest, as it would 
be sure death ic mutilate it, according to Brahmin be- 
lief. The Grevillea robusta has no by-products, noth- 
ing but a robust beauty in its native forests. From the 
jasmines of the porch most delightful olja are distilled, 
our ice plant's ashes are used by glass blowers, and the 
banana plant down street fursishes food for the mil- 
lion, flour for the off season, liquor for sorrow-drowning, 
and vegetable succulents for the table.-, Manila hemp 
comes from the family, textHe fabrics and ship cordage.

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PRAYING MADE EASY. 

One of the most peculiar objects connected with the 
cult of lama Buddhism throughout Thibet is the prayer 
wheel. One sees the natives constantly twisting these 
instruments while bartering together, herding their cat- 
tle or journeying on the highway. The prayer wheel is 
&@ eniall metal cylinder, four inches in length and two 
or three inches in diameter, fixed on an axle, one end 
of which protrudes several inches and serves as a han- 
die. In the cylinder are placed strips of paper covered 
with magic prayers, manufactured by the lamas and sold 
to the credulous natives at a good profit. The natives 
believe that by revolving the cylinder a certain number 
of times the joys of the future state are assured to the 
fortunat? devotee. 

A yet more curious form of the prayer wheel is the 
water wheel, doubtless the inspiraiion of some aboriginal 
Edison. This is a large cylinder on an axle suspended 
in a swiftiy-moving stream. Prayer-slips are inserted; 
and it stands to reason that, revolving unceasingly night 
and day, one of these large prayer wheels must accom- 
many. smaller ones. In this manner 
the busy man is enabled by this original invention to 
en‘oy equal advantages in the devotional scale with his 
neighbor. And by means of the prayer whee) a unique 
method of revenge may be carried on. If one be at en-
